temperatures that sent them into populated areas 
seeking cooler resting places, also favored greater 
exposure man mosquito this year. 

view the impending situation, mosquito abate- 
ment districts, which serve about half the valley 
areawise and three-fourths its population, stepped 
their control operations earlier this year, pressing 
all their resources into effort keep ahead the 
increasing mosquito population. Entomologists for the 
abatement districts were also observing not only 
number mosquitoes, but greater per- 
centage tarsalis their total mosquito counts. 

early July increasing number encepha- 
litis cases, predominantly from the lower San Joaquin 
Valley where the encephalitis season first advances, 
prompted public health and mosquito control officials 
review the situation. Out series meetings 
with the Vector Control Advisory Committee the 
State Department Public Health came plans for 
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intensified control program directed specifically 
suppression the Culex tarsalis species. This pro- 
gram, dubbed ‘‘Operation tarsalis,’’ was created 
augment resources some existing mosquito 
abatement districts the Central Valley and assist 
local valley areas outside these districts setting 
emergency control operations. 


Fogging operations, Porterville 


state and local forces moved into action, Gov- 
ernor Warren August Ist made $250,000 emer- 
gency state funds available through the department 
add financial assistance marshaling materials and 
manpower for the intensified operation. Most the 
Central Valley counties also made special funds avail- 
able for the program. the request Dr. Wilton 
Halverson, State Director Public Health, the 
Public Health Service dispatched California from 
stations various parts the Country technical 
personnel from its Epidemic Intelligence Service and 
other sources aid both mosquito control operations 
and epidemiology work. 

this writing (September 2d), ‘‘Operation Culex 
tarsalis’’ approximately half-way through its sea- 
son’s effort. Although certain aspects the program, 
such virus recovery from mosquitoes collected dur- 
ing operations for later laboratory work, will continue 
for many months, the emergency field operations are 
expected end around the latter part September 
early October conditions that time indicate. 
Cool weather will signal the end the mosquito sea- 
son, and the sudden dropping off encephalitis. 


Incidence 


September all the valley counties except 
Shasta and Tehama, the north end the valley, 
had reported human encephalitis. The state 
total that date was 597 cases, which 508 had been 


officially reported clinically diagnosed and 
others, 89, were listed suspected cases, the category 
used pending further clinical observation. the 
officially reported encephalitis, 196 had 
confirmed laboratory tests mosquito-borne 
results are pending others. the 196 laboratory 
confirmations, 192 were for Western equine and 
only three were for St. Louis virus. One case was 
tive for both types. Thirty-four deaths believed due 
encephalitis had been recorded. 

Beginning the last week August, there 
slackening the numbers new suspected 
cases reported. indicated the figures above, the 
St. Louis type, which normally occurs later 
season, had not become prominent. This strain usually 
appears late August and continues through Sep. 
tember, the Western strain recedes. Reason for this 
sequence occurrence not yet fully recognized.

Control Operations 


From the first, the focus ‘‘Operation Culex tar- 
has been the local level. large portion 
theemergency state funds was allocated the mosquito 
districts they might employ extra man- 
and purchase additional insecticides carry 
the emergency operation. Likewise, operations out- 
side mosquito abatement districts were organized and 
through the local health departments, with 
and public health service technical assistance 
integrated into the local program. 

The emergency mosquito control plan has had the 
objectives throughout the valley—for some 200 
towns and cities within mosquito abatement districts 
outside. That is, emergency operations have 
confined highly localized effort reduction 
population. Also included have been labor camps and 
incidental population concentrations. 

The operations have consisted three parts: 


Residual barrier operations which residual 
spray has been placed surfaces buildings and 
vegetation quarter-mile-wide area the per- 
imeter each town. 

Space aerosol operations, involving the application 
regular intervals aerosol mists throughout the 
cities and towns destroy the maximum number 
adult mosquitoes that gain entrance into towns. 

Larvaciding and source elimination, both inside the 
cities and towns and adjacent areas around each 
community. This operation has included either treat- 
ment potential mosquito-breeding areas (stand- 
ing bodies water) elimination such breeding 
places. 


Entomologists have conducted pretreatment and 
inspections for mosquito larvae and 
serve basis for scheduling and evaluating 
operations.

surrounding each case. 

the San Joaquin and Sacramento zones, encom- 
passing nine counties, there has been attempt 
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collect single blood samples from all members the 
immediate household each known human case 
index recent and remote infections. Many cases 
encephalitis probably without apparent clinical 
symptoms. 

two counties the medical epidemiologists have 
worked with county hospital staffs secure paired 
bloods all patients admitted with fever, the origin 
which not definite. This study may reveal 
important data relating the occurrence viral 
encephalitis among patients with subclinical symp- 
toms, indicating need extend the scope case 
finding during the encephalitis season. 

Equine cases encephalitis are occurring all 
areas the State except few mountain counties. 
September 2d, there had been 303 equine cases 
reported. Follow-up these cases conducted 
veterinarians the Bureau Livestock Disease Con- 
trol the State Department Agriculture and the 
State Department Public Health. addition, spe- 
cial studies have been made epidemiology teams 
areas outside the Central Valley where numbers 
horse cases have occurred, and particularly areas 
from which human cases have been reported. Bloods 
are being collected from sample horses showing 
clinical symptoms well from those with symptoms. 
Mosquito counts for prevalence and collection for 
virus recovery have also been made those areas. 

Analysis and study the interrelationships should 
provide new epidemiologic information about the virus 
encephalitides which can applied improve control 
measures.

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San Francisco and Antioch Begin Fluoridation 


third and fourth cities fluoridate 
their public water supplies began operation the latter 
part August. Antioch, community 11,000 
eastern Contra Costa County, started fluoridating its 
water supply August 20th, followed August 25th 
the City and County San Francisco. 

The two latest cities add fluorides were preceded 
Rio Vista, Solano County, which began operations 
October, 1951, and holds the distinction being 
the first city California fluoridate, and Morgan 
Hill, Santa Clara County, which began operations 
April, 1952. Each has population approxi- 
mately 2,000. 

San Francisco becomes the first major city the 
West adopt fluoridation program. population 
served—more than half million, rates second 
the Nation; Washington, C., serves 1,000,000. 
Initially, approximately one-third the city’s area, 
practically all which residential district, will 
receive the fluoridated water. This about percent 
the total population. 

San effort obtaining fluoridation 
program dates back November, 1950, when the 
subject was introduced the board supervisors 
the San Francisco Dental Society. After study and 
hearings, the board April 16, 1951, passed 
Ordinance 6653 providing for the fluoridation pro- 
gram. However, when opposition was expressed, the 
measure was placed the ballot, receiving favorable 
vote the people the polls November 1951. 

Two legal opinions bearing San Francisco’s 
program were submitted the board 
supervisors July 1952, City Attorney Dion 
Holm. Opinion No. 574 held that fluoridation public 
water supplies does not infringe the constitutional 
religious freedom the individual. The 
opinion pointed out that the San program 
had been inaugurated the board supervisors 
when passed Ordinance 6653, and had received 
further expression the people’s will the election 
November 1951. The opinion concurred with 
the San Diego Superior Court, dated April 
1952, the same question which held that the police 
power city should ‘‘given the broadest appli- 
and this power increasingly exercised 
keeping with advances made the science and medi- 
tine and sanitation recent years.’’ Further, the San 
Diego ruling stated that the facts evidence 
and the authorities cited herein demonstrate 
that the adoption the fluoridation program 
here involved valid exercise the police power

Opinion No. 575 held that fluoridation San Fran- 
cisco’s water supply was not violation any the 
provisions Sections 20703, 20751 and 26286.5 the 
California Health and Safety Code. These sections 
relate the ‘‘sale and use poisons.’’ The opinion 
declared that ‘‘the addition small controlled 
amount fluoride render the water more beneficial 
children preventing dental caries cannot 
construed being concentrated preparation 
fluoride’’ for sale package, box, bottle, paper. 

The opinion further states that ‘‘the addition 
controlled amounts fluoride the water supply 
competent personnel for the purpose intended 
not substance nor preparation enumerated the 
sections cited.
